Applicant submits that claiming an intermediate structure is allowed under U.S. patent law. However, the claim preamble "A 
semiconductor device comprising:" claims a final structure, but not the intermediate structure as asserted by Applicant. Therefore, the 
limitation M a photo-resist plug provided within said opening" as recited in claim 29 would not carry patentable weight because "a photo- 
resist plug" is an intermediate process step, it will be removed after works, so that does not include in the final structure of the device. 

Also, Applicant again argues that the patterned metal layer formed by "electropolished" process has resulting structure distinct from 
the resulting structure of the pattern metal layer 304 of Xing. However, Applicant again fails to point out which claimed resulting structure 
is distinct from the resulting structure of the paterned metal layer 304 of Xing.
